HUMAN TARGETS 
The written or spoken word is accepted by peo­ 
ple in different ways. There are people who 
think that what is written or spoken applies di­ 
rectly to them, and probably to them only. There 
are also people who invariably pick out some 
one else in the congregation as the one being 
“hit” by the sermon, never taking it to heart 
themselves, though it may fit them exactly, 
whether intended to do so or not. 
The first class is perhaps oversensitive — 
though this is not always so—and to self-re­ 
proachful. The second class is sensitive only as 
feeling for others — are hardboiled themselves. 
The place of honor, we think, should be given 
to the human targets, targets that think they 
know when they are hit, though of course, by 
reason of their sensitiveness, they may be mis­ 
taken. They constitute a rather small class — 
possibly even a select one. Yet not often does 
the speaker or writer center his thoughts on an 
individual. It is not cowardice on the part of 
either to deal with principles rather than per­ 
son s— rather that it is the part of wisdom. 
But it is something when a person recognizes 
the principle covers his case, erroneous though 
he may believe the principle to be, as of course 
he often does. Perhaps after all they are not 
targets, but only honest and thoughtful men and 
women — men and women disposed to judge 
themselves rather than others. 
Those who put away from themselves an y­ 
thing they do not like, or, as is more often the 
case, are wholly unconscious that they are in 
any way concerned with what is said, are rather 
hopeless sort of folks, and quite unimpression­ 
able, with no capacity for self-judgment, but 
with enormous capacity for self-approval. 


DK. WIRT’S STATEMENT 
The statement of Dr. William A. Wirt, Gary, 
Indiana, educator, that this country is headed 


for dictatorship, is attractin g nation-wide a t­ 
tention. 
Mr. Wirt says that the advisers of the adm in­ 
istration, composed mostly of college professors, 
are proceeding to the idea that all former prin ­ 
ciples which have guided this country as set 
forth by Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln and 
other great national leaders must be destroyed, 
and on the ruins they will construct a govern­ 
m ent after their own pattern. 
The most outstanding allegation of his re­ 
marks is his quotation of one of the members of 
the so-called “brain trust” that President Roose­ 
velt is the Kerensky of the present revolution 
and that he will be kept in power until he can 
be supplanted by a Stalin. It will be remem­ 
bered that Kerensky started the Russian revo­ 
lution and was later disposed of in favor of 
Stalin, the absolute dictator now in power. 
A senatorial investigation is to be made to 
bring to light the person responsible for the 
statem ent quoted by Mr. Wirt, and to trace any 
possible truth that may be a part of the out­ 
spoken accusation of the educator. 
Public opinion differs greatly on its acceptance 
or rejection of the statements of Dr. Wirt and 
it will be very interesting to follow the develop­ 
ments and facts that are brought to light in the 
investigation.
